RUSSIANS COMPELLED 


TO TRAVEL ON FOOT 


;;• 
AGAINST THE GERMANS

Warsaw, Russia, June 17.—:While 


the German airmy generally effects its 
concentrations 
and strategic move- 
ments by railway or automobile trans- 
port, the Russians are generally com- 
pelled-to travel on foot. During the 
latest fighting, with its continual ,play 
of advance,-and retreat, some of tne 
Russian corps-marched six days and 
nights without a single break. 
The Russians march fifty minutes 
and halt ten minutes every hour.' -Dur- 
ing the halt the footgear 
is 
often 
changed and always readjusted. There 
are halts of half, an hour and two 
hours several times a day for meals, 
but when movements are being made 
under pressure, nothing more. During 
the movements which necessitated six 
days, and nights

GREAT PEACE CONFERENCE 


IN INDEPENDENCE HALL 


Philadelphia, 
June 17.—A world- 
wide peace conference convened here 
today in the 
historic 
Independence 
Hall to- consider the formation of a 
League of Nations. Fostered by ex- 
President William Howard Taft, who 
will preside, at the meeting, the con- 
ference is said to have the unofficial 
endorsement of President Wilson.

FRENCH FOREIGN LEGION 


DOES BRILLIANT'WORK 


IN CHARGE ON TRENCHES

London, June 17—The French For- 
eign Legion, in which a number 
ot 
Americans are serving, has been do- 
ing brilliant work in the fighting 


i north of Arras. The casualties in the 
Legion have been very heavy, and a 
letter received here from a wounded 
member states that in his company 
of 250 men only sixty are left. .The 
letter says: 


"The Legion had the honor of being 
chosen to be the flrst out 
of 
the 
trenches and to take 
the 
German 
lines with the bayonet. 
This was at 
a point between Souchez and Caren- 
cy. Previous to the attack, there was 
a terrible bombardment of the Ger- 
man position. 


"French guns of all calibres were 


firing) together for two hours without 
interruption. 
It was like? an earth- 
quake. 
Suddenly, punctually at ten. 
o'clock in the morning, the 
firing 
ceased, and the 'charge' was sounded. 
"We were oui of the trenches like 
lightning. 
It was wonderful. 
We 
were like a storm. In ten minutes, we- 
had won the first line 
of 
German 
trenches 
But there was no stopping 
us. We kept it up hammer and tongs 
for an hour and a half, taking three 
lines of the 
enemy's trenches 
and 
driving th enemy in front of us. 


"By this time 
all the officers of 


our compnny wore either killed or 
wounded, so a sergeant took command 
and we entrenched ourselves as best 
we could, but finally had 
to retire 
about a bundled yards. 
"Here I got two wounds. Four In 
every five of our men were either 
killed or 
wounded in that fierce 
charge."

MEASURES THE SUN'S 


HEAT BY EXPERIMENT 


Enough Heat From the Sun I* Re- 


ceived On Earth by Square Yard 


to Heat Pound of Water Boll- 


ing in 2|/2 Mln. 


[BY iSSOCIATKD PRESS.] 


Boston, Mass., June 17.—Progress 
in the work of exact determination of 
the amount of heat received by the 
earth from the sun, which has been 
the object of experiments 
recently 
conducted by Messrs. C G. Abbott 
F. E. Fowle and L. B. Aldrich of the 
Smithsonian Institution at Washing- 
ton, is described by these scientists 
in tbe June number of the Proceedings 
of the National Academy of Sciences 
They have found that the amount 
of heat is 1.93 calories per square 
centimeter per minute; that is to say, 
enough heat is received from the sun 
on each square yard to heat a pound 
of water to boiling in 2% minutes. 
The heat which is received at the 
earth's surface is somewhat less than 
this, namely by the variable amount 
that is absorbed by tbe earth's at- 
mosphere. The remarkable discovery 
has also been made that the heat re- 
ceived from the sun is not constant 
but variable from month to month or 
year to year by perhaps as much as 
10 per cent. This variation might be 
expected to make pronounced differ- 
ences in the growth of vegetation or 
in the general climate from year to 
year; but for . some reason, perhaps 
through the variable effects of the 
earth's atmosphere, the variations in 
the heat received from the sun seem 
to be unimportant so far as crops are 
concerned. 
The National Academy of Sciences 
has recently made an appropriation of 
J260 to Dr. Abbot for the purpose of 
enabling him to complete and test, 
on Mount Wilson in California, an ap- 
paratus consisting of a concave cyl- 
indrical mirror of about 100 square 
feet surface tor 
concentrating 
the 
sun's heat on tubes containing oil, 
which is then 
made to 
circulate 
through a reservoir containing ovens 
and water pipes, so as to utilize solar 
radiation 
for 
cooking and heating 
water for domestic purposes.

FARMERS REGISTER 
THEIR FARM'S NAME 


UNDER OLD STATUTE 


Valuable Law, Little Known, Adds 


Distinctness and Value to 
Prop- 


erties In Country. 


Under a Wisconsin law which seems 
to be known scarcley at all, farmers 
lave opportunity of adding distinct 
ness and real value to their farms 
through the registration of the farn 
name in the office of the register of 
deeds of the respective county where 
in the farmer owns his tract" 


Once so recorded the name is offi 
cial and no other farm in any one 
county can usurp or use the name of 
the first farm in so far as the nam 
has been registered. 


Hundreds of Rock county farms 
have names. But "what's in a name' 
when it is not recognized as official? 
The practice of naming the farm by 
some particular distinguishable title is 
common, but to 
date Rock county 
farmers have not, in any great num- 
bers, taken the trouble to register 
the names of their farms.

An inquiry with a two-cent stamp or 


a postal card to Register of Deeds J. 
"-, omiley will bring the necessarv 
information in relation to registering 
the farm names. 
After this, if the 


owner, cares to have the record of his' 
farm name filed on county records it 
will only cost him a quarter. 


Here's how the practice works out. 
Say Frederick Sommers owns a farm 
in Spring Valley known as "Spring 
Valley Farm." 
Under the old custom 


of referring to the tract under the 
name of the owner, "Fred Sommers' 
place would be the general term for 
the land, but with the name known 
to be registered, the farm would at I

This plan gives tone to farming. It 
adds real value and helps to impress 
strangers with the importance of the 
agricultural industry in any given lo-

INSURANCE AGAINST 


SICKNESS FOR WORKERS

Washington, June 17.—There are 
already several - million wage-earner^ 
in the United Stai.es insured in sick- 
ness insurance plans 
and organiza- 
tions, and sickness insurance is even 
now recognized almost universally as 
the most feasible method by which 
workers can meet the expenses and 
the loss of wages occasioned by ill- 
health. 
The great majority of the 
insured workers, however, are 
the 
better paid; the low-paid worker who 
is least able to meet the cost of sick- 
ness and to weather the periods of 
unemployment 
that sickness 
forces 
upon him, is rarely insured. The de- 
velopment of the 
existing agencies 
and organizations into 
national 
or 
state systems of sickness 
insurance 
similar to those which have been so 
effective in European countries, is the 
next step for the United States. 
These are striking 
facts 
brought 
out in a report on sickness insurance 
to the federal Commission of Industri- 
al Relations prepared by Surgeon B. 
S. Warren, of the United Stales Public 
Health Service who was detailed as 
sanitary advisor to the Commission,
